It may, WO think bo voiy fairly taken 
for grautod that the fuulost in North 
Middloaox will uot be purmittod to 
turn on the fact that oue caudiduto 
lives in Stratbroy and the other in 
East "WiUiams, or tho equally uuim- 
portant fact that ono candidate had a 
brother and a i'alhor boforo him m 
rurliamoul while tho paLruuyniic of 
the other has not heretofore been 

. heard beyond the eondnea of Middle- 
sex. Electors are not going to vote 
themselves into trouble for suck iliuisy 
reasons as a mere matter of name and 
residouco. 

There would be no excuse for such 
a thing under any circumstances, but 
more especially is there none now 
■when important dififerences of opinion 
and policy divide tho two parties of 
which Mr. Levi and Mr. 8catcherd 
are tho respective candidates. All 
that we ask for the Ministerial candi- 
date is that the electors shall judge 
the party he supports, not by what 
their enemies say about thorn, but by 
what they are aiid do. Tho inhabit- 
ants of North Middlesex, in common 
\nth the mass of their countrymen, 
■want a GoTernmehfc that will attend 
to the construction of public works 
energetically and honestly, getting 
full value for their money. The en- 
largement of the Welland and St. 
Lawreui-o cauals, and tho completion 
of the Intercolonial Uailway, need not 
be considered, since the iJackenzie 
Government is merely finishing what 
the Macdonald Govornmont began. In 
one respect there ia of courwo a pres- 
ent advantage. Mr ?ilackeuzio, the 
Minister of Tublic Works, is mine 
capable of understanding his duties 
than his predecessor, Mr. Langevin, 
ah^ much more honest in hin way of 
performing them. Contracts are now 
fairly awarded to tho lowest tenderer, 
without reference to ]iolilic.9,and there 

■ is no favoritism shown in oxchaugo 
for the election subscriptioni>. The 
electors can have no difficulty in deci- 
ding, which type of administration 
they^refer and' are prepared to vote 
for. 

In regard to tho Paeilic Railway 
there is a still wider dilTerence be- 
tween tho past and tho present. Cast- 
ing aside all the sarcastic [)h rases 
with which members of tho Opposition 
aro accuHtoiiicd to assail the policy of 
the tiovoruinont, what do wo lind V 
That full and ader|nate survovH of the 
■whole route have been inmli' lu atl- 
Tance of any attempt to locate tlio 
entire line, so that the work iiiny linaUy bo 
done at a luiuiimiui of cost and with a 
maximum of olliciency. Furthermore, 
a long stretch of rmlwuy will not be 
built until it is needed, contrary to the 
old plan which was to rush it through 
regardless of utility. Men are this 
moment at work on tho parts of the 
hne that will bo first required. They 
aro buildiii",' the lines necessary to 
connect Thunder 15ay with Manitoba, 
BO as to make a good pasponger and 
freight line between Ontario and Win- 
nipeg. "What more could bo required 
in tho interest of the electors of North 
Middlo8e.\L who have to help pay for 
tho Pacilic Railway, and who ox[)ect to 
derive their shave of the benelit from 
it ? Tho part that is needed is being 
proceeded with, and the parts not 
needed are postponed until they may 
be needed, and until tho country can 
afford to pay for them. 

Contrast this present reality with tho 
Macdonald Kcheino. Sir Hugh AUan 
was to have boon empowered to build 
the whole road from Lake Nipissing 
to tho Paoilio Ocean. For this he was 
to get thirty million dollars in money 
and fifty million acrts of land; and ho 
■was to complete the task in tun years. 
In tho first place he failed to got the 
help expected fiom Eiiglish capitalists, 
who have held suspiciously aloof from 
uU American railway entorprisGB since 
tho collapse of the Nortlieni ra< ili.' 
scheme'. Had he been al.lo to imtln; ;i 
start, there was only a pn.spect that 
ho should u.se up the ('uii:iaiaii ^i-ant 
of thirty millions and then come back 
to Parliament for more. Nothing could 
prevent him from drawing to the ex- 
• tent' of his own sweet will, for ho had 
thirty momborH in hi;; jiay -men who 
owed their seats directly to his money 
—and we all know Sir John Maodoa-. 
aid well enough to bo silro that be 
wouid yi.eld anything rather than yield 
up Of&cei ■ The expenditure of an im- 
mense sum of public money ia so short 
Rtime "ffoiild have Btrnightenod tho re- 



souicoa of Canadifin taxi'payersj arid 
made this by no means a plea&ant 
country to stay in. 

Tho Macdonald Pacific Railway 
pchome, even when its dishonest,, fea- 
tures lef t.o.ijt o.t,yiew* ii. like that 
of a mail who mortgages hfs idrm to 
build a house largo enough for himself 
and and all his descendants for three 
or four {,'onorations ahead. Tho Jlac- 
konzio plan, while not leaving tho pro- 
sent inhabitants destitute of any facili- 
ties they require to add to their com- 
fort and enrichment, very ' properly 
leaves a future generation to provide 
ior itself. Tho railway wost of Red 
iiiver will be needed barely in advance 
of population, and to build it now 
would ho willful waste. 

TiiK Sr.vo.NATio.N or Tkame. — Tho 
"Saturday Review" believes that the 
real cauHe of tho prcBont dcprenaion uf 
trade is that for a period of about sev- 
en years tho world went too fast. More 
especially, it made railroads too fast. 
Lines that cannot pay for years, if 
over, wore constructed with borrowed 
money. Much money was sunk in 
more useless personal extravagance. 
England kept tho ball going. It 
found the money, or a great portion of 
it, and it sold tho goods which the 
money was borrowed to procure. Now 
impecunious foreign countries at onco 
defraud us of interest and cease to take 
iron, and investors and manufacturers 
alike suffer. It must not, however, bo 
supjiosed that tho money sunk in un- 
productive railways has all been lost 
to tho world. "We in Imgland went at 
ono time much too fast with our rail- 
ways, and very severe suffering was 
caused by this improvidence; but there 
can be no doubt that the country as a 
whole gained by the outlay, and that 
the general increase of wealth was 
greater than it would have been if rail- 
ways had boon constructed more slow- 
ly. That the same thing will prove 
true of the United States may 
be said with confidence, and of 
Russia with some degree of hope. 
Even in Egypt, great as has 
been tho waste and extravagance, tho 
Khedive is in so good a position, ac- 
cording to Mr. Cave, that he can ap- 
ply two-thirds of his revenue to the 
payment of his public debt. In all 
such cases there is a clear line of sep- 
aration from tho utter wasto of bor- 
rowed money by btates like Turkey 
and Spain. At present tho two ex- 
traneous and accidental causes which 
most tend to disturb the recoveiy of 
trade are Turkish insurrection and the 
depreciation of silver. It so happens 
that for the moment there is a lull in 
the anxiety which both these sources 
of disturbance produce : but they both 
offer troublesome questions of which 
wo cannot ^^et rid by merely shutting 
our even. Tho most that can be done 
f(n' Turkey is to palcii it up for a 
while. We may lay the ^diosL of the 
ivistern (Question f;;r ono night, but 
we'know that it will haunt us again 
before long. So again, all sjiocula- 
lations HH to the course which tho sil- 
ver market will take aro value-less un- 
til experionco has shown whether tho 
silver diHCov(iries in the United States 
aro mere pieces of accidental good 
luck or are the beginning of new dis- 
coveries on a great scale.

The Forgery or Theft of a Letter. 

If Satan ever laughs it must bo at 
hypocrites; they are the greatest 
dupes be has; they serve him better 
than any others an^ receive no wages; 
nay, what is still more extraordinary, 
they submit to greater mortifications 
to lose their souls, than the sincerost 
Christian to go to heaven. A few ilays 
ago there appeared in the organ of the 
Opposition of this city a letter that 
purported to have been written by Mr. 
Vowell.late a member of the Honsja-for 
Eootenay District. The letter appears 
to haye been written at Victoria on 
the 27th of May last and to have been 
addressed to three electors of Kootenay 
District. "We say "appears," because 
there is do evidence beyond thS; "Tin- 
Bupported word of our contemporary 
that it was written here or that it was even 
written by Mr. Vowell, who ia now 
absent from Victoria and cannot re- 
fute the accusation for several months 
to come. Twenty days are required 
for a letter to roach Kootenay from 
Victoria by the shortest known route. 
A letter from Victoria would therefore 
consume fohty dats before it could ap- 
pear in the "Standard" after making 
the trip to aud from Kootenay. Yet 
what do we find ? The letter in ques. 
tion was published at Victoria Nih-K- 
TEEN DAYS after it was said to have 
been dated at Victoria and dispatched 
for Kootenay! With this fact before 
us are we not justified in pro- 
nouncing the so-called Vowell letter 
a forgery; or, if it be genuine, in de- 
nouncing those who appropriated and 
used it as mail-robbera— villains of the 
"baser sort" whose peers fill the gaols 
and "run" the chaingangs. If the let- 
ter were lost it was no less a crime to 
open it and read the contents than if 
it were abhtracted from the hands of 
Her Majesty's mail-carrier. But were 
we to admit that the letter was written 
by Mr. Vowell, how would that fact 
affect the Government ?

In times gone by, when we had to 
fight almost single-handed against the 
Walkem Goveruinent and tlioir $1,- 
000,000 corruption fund, wo published 
some bitter things about tbem and 
their supporters; but we always took 
care to make facts substantiate as.ser- 
tiona, and we never visited tho siu.s of 
their followers upon the heads of tho 
Ministers. On one occasion a member 
of the House — a Walkemito — was 
caught and fined for disposing of li- 
quor to an Indian woman. But we 
never insinuated that the Ministry 
v;ero particefs crimini.i iu the illegal Irun.i- 
action, or that thoy shared in the profits 
of Indian whisky-selling, although the 
et-Promierpaid tbe prisoner's fine. When 
the "horsefeed and liniment" charges 
of Mr. VV'^alkem excited tho whole 
country, we did not attempt to show 
that the rest of tho Ministry had a 
guilty knowledge of the overcharges; 
when Mr. Walkem and Mr. DeCosmos 
seized Texada Island as part of the 
"spoils of office" we did not assert 
that the rouminiiig throe Ministers 
also wore an iron ring; and we never 
insinuated that Mr. DeCosmos divid- 
ed tho proceeds of the Charge of the 
Six Hundred with tho ex-Financo Min- 
ister. But how much more reasonable 
would such accusations have seem- 
ed than tho accusation of our contem- 
porary— that the Government are re- 
sponsible for what Mr. Vowell or any 
other private member of the House 
may say orindito? The best answer 
to that charge is found in the fact that 
daya before the letter was made pub- 
lic the Government had done exactly 
what Mi;. Vowell is said to have stated 
in his letter they would not do. Tbe 
Government are responsible to the 
country for their own acts only. It is 
a new reading of the code of i)ijlitical 
othicB to attempt to father them with 
tho sins of omission and comiuiasioii 
of their friends and supporters. 

The Vowell letter may or may not 
be genuine. We incline to the belief 
that it is a forgery; but if authentic, 
wo ask, as wo a.skcd a few daya ago, 
how it camo into the possession of our 
coiitoniporary Y Wa.s it l(;st by tiie 
person to whom it was entruated fur 
delivery? or was it stolen from his 
pocket ? or was the mail robbed ? In 
either eventuality — supposing that 110 
person ronnoctod with the"Standiud" 
was concerned iu tho appropriation of 
tho epistle — it was a physical iinpos- 
sibility for tho document to have left 
Victoria on the 27th of May and reach- 
ed Kootenay and returned to Victoria 
in time for publication on tho I kli of 
June. Tho whole trauBaction bears a 
dirty aspect for I'jo Opposition.

The Gveat Freshet- 

vA gsntloman ivho arrivuil from Fraaer 
■ XitOT. yesterdiiy reports that a pieco of 

• bridge timber pnnaod Yale on Monday 
and was nftorwurda noen in tho rivor hy 
tho Koyul Chy. At lirst it was Hupposed 
to have forinod part of Quesnol bridge- 
but no roport of disaster at that locality 
has como to baud. It is now thought to be 

f l»Hifio&oftimbor rejected by tho builders 
of one'of the amallor bridgoH. 

The wagon road is under water in sev- 
eral places between Yalo and tlio 21) mi!o 
post, and above Boston 13iir it is Hooded 
in three places. At tUo lO-milapost and in 
i Bevoral other places tho cribbing ehows 
Bigna of giving away. The water had 
reached the sills of Boston Bar bridge 
and the structure was held in its plnou by 
100 tons of rock laid on its tlooring. 
Portages havo to be made over tho moun- 
tuiuH, but tho mail stages liavo uiauagod 
to koop running on time. A telognwu 
from Sodii Creek ou Mumlay Btated that 
tho water rose 12 I'cot on tbat day. Tlio 
•water was within tlireo feel of Spenoo's 
bridge on the Thompson and was oroak- 
ing over tbo braces. Lytton bridge is 
cousidorcd in iki <liingor. Mr. Mahood 
having oomploted his survey of the road, 
has gon« on to (|)uosn»d. 

Thy fertile prairies of Sumos and Chil- 
liwlinck wore completely submerged and 
the steamers run over spots where crops 
•were put in early in the spring, and only 
L for the timber might run to Whatcom. 
Viewed from tho deck of tbo Koyal City 
tho country presonia tho appoaranco of a 
vast lake stretcbiug as far ils tho eye can 
reach in all directions. Tho rattle are 
nearly starved and are being driven to 
the foothills and canoes and boats are in 
extensive demand for the most ordiunrv 
purposes of communication. Below New 
Westminster some damage has beon done 
to the dykes and Deas' station is under 
water. Ladner's dyke is slightly dam- 
aged.

The stoamor Marten left Kamloops on 
her first trip of tho season on - be 9tb inst. 
Sir. *rrot6h and party, Mr. Barnard, Mr. 
Wilsbn and others were on board. Capt.

Tlio Freshet ou the Mainland. 

Early ou ^Monday morning tbo river 
was higher than ever before since tho 
time at which tho recollection of tho old- 
i>Kt inhabitant is supposed to begin. Op- 
posito the city, on Monday, the current 
wua running four miles an hour. Advices 
from Chilliwhack und Sumass state that 
the water is higher there than it over was 
before since tho country was aottlod. It 
will bo a severe blow to tho farmers, many 
of whom will lose all, or nearly all, thoir 
crops. Is it not poasiblo to save this fine 
country from tho yearly ovorllow? It is 
dillii-ult 1 1 giro an adci^uato idea of tho 
extent of tho floods, without at tho same 
time giving an esagerated idea of tho 
damage.

(leal of tills land was cultivated, so tliat a 
large extent of wheat and other crops will 
bo dosti'oyad. — If. W. Herald.

Electricity Aguiust O'jis. 

Tho Great NorLborn Railway Cora-| 
pany of Franco has undertakoa a BGr-| 
ies of experiments wliich seom-.to indi-' 
onto tho approach of a great revolu-; 
tiou in the mode of lighting public 
buildings aad througlifarog^.jT^q judge 
from the reports recently publiBhod, 
electricity seems destined to eclipse 
gas altoc;ethor. "A-'few weeks ago ai 
three-horse power Gamme macbinoi 
was employed to light; the luggage 
dopartmont of tho Paris Groitt Nortfa- 
oru Railway station. This room or 
hall measures 20,000 cubic feat, and is 
generally illuminated by 25 gas burn- 
ers. The new olGclrio light was placed 
at a distauoo of ton metres from the 
grouud.aud gave a light of a peculiar- 
ly soft character, which rondorod tho 
uso of a dull globe employed to check 
tho irritating glare of gas quite neces- 
sary— -a fact of some importance — us 
it tends to augment the economy real- 
ized by tho new system. The light 
continued to burn the whole evening, 
with groat;! regalarity, exqepting, of 
course, whfii6[Sit''wasipurposely lowered.' 
Tho Buccess attained was so couclu- 
Kivo, if we may bsliovo accouutb, 
that tho company iuLoud illuiniuutiug 
tho vast structure, containing .'10(J,000 
cubic metres of, sijace.whero tho trains 
arrive, by the same, process. Tor this 
purpose electric lanterns, if we ^[lay 
cull them so, of o.Kccptional power, Svlli 
1)0 placed at a hoight of 2U motres. 
Tlioy will bo placed at tho four auin - 
miLs of a rectanglo so thoro \vill bo no 
Khado or dark corner iu tho whole edi- 
lico. The goods station at La Cbapelle 
will also be lighted in a 'similar man- 
ner. 

M. Tresca, an energetic advocate of 
tbo electric system, has not boon able 
at last to e.stiniato tho amount of pow- 
er required to produce a given fj^uauti- 
fy of light by tho magueto-eloctric 
iiiachiiiGH. Iu this respect former ex- 
poriuiGiits bad been emiiiintly unsat- 
isfactory, aud TroHca gives an ex- 
haustive description of all the difficul- 
ties, tbttt-likid-te-bd'^UTmiounted, in p 
report which is inserted in the minutes 
of the Academy of Science. Tho results 
havo been obtained chiefly from two 
machines — tho first giving a light 
equivalent tu 1,850 carcel-burners.that 
consume forty grammes of oil per 
hour, and the second equal to 301 
similar burners. With the fprmer it 
is easy to read at a distance of 21-50 
m., and with tliu latter at 7-70m. The 
rofloctioii, also, from tho walls is so 
strong that persons can read at these 
distances even when holding the book 
with its back to the light; From a 
lamp equal to a hundred burners the 
result can be obtained at a distance of 
live metres Four electric lamps of 
this power have been in use during 
tbe last year in the factory of Messrs. 
Hoilmaun, Cucommou aud Steinlem, 
of Mulhause, aud give a satisfactory 
light over nn area of 1,850 square 
motres. Tho mo.st important and 
crowning fact, however, is the assertion 
that the electric light is a hundred 
times less expensive than oil, and fifty 
times cheaper than gas. Should a 
prolonged and practical application of 
the now system prove that startling 
coiiiparisou to be correct, we may look 
forward to a groat cbaiigo, which will 
ultimately compel the gas-makers to, 
at any rate, mase a great alteration iu 
their scale of charges, if it should not 
interfere oven more seriously with their 
interests. — "Bailder." 

Stanley- 

Tho Now York 'Herald' says: 'Mr. 
Henry Stanley has uot been heard 
from since his letters dated in April, 
1875 iu the 'Herald' of November. 
They gave an account of his explora- 
tions of the Lake Victoria Nyanza 
aud its tributaries, aud intimated his 
iutontiou to march directly westward 
to the Albert Nyanza where he hoped 
to meet with some of tho party of 
Colonel G6rdon. fie had. .then ex 
perienced bitter hostility from some of 
the natives, but al the latest dates, 
was hospitably entertained by King 
Mtosa, who gave him a royal racop 
tioii. After llioso letters were received 
by us, Stanley passed into the darkness 
of Central Africa, and we have only 
tho brief glimpse of him in our 
cable despatchesfrom London to -day. 
Thoro was an envelope addressed in 
his handwriting received by Colonel 
( lordon, bat it contniuod nothing but 
some writing in an unknown hand, and 
in very poor English. What this in- 
cloauro was tho despatches do not say, 
but tho news throws no light as yot 
upon tbo whoroiiboutH of succoss of 
tho brave explorer.' Tho following is 
tho despatch alluded t o : — 

London, May 10, 187(5. 

Mr. h!dward!Marsloii, (jf tho firm of 
Sampson Low, Marstou .t Co., rocoived 
to-day a letter from Colonel Gordon, tho 
African traveller, , datedi'pn the 9th of 
March. 

Colonel Gordon states thatho received 
from Jilroviti, near i\ltesas, au o])Cii envel- 
opiMiddresst'cl in the handwriting of Mr. 
11. M. Stanley, tho American c'pV'-i r,

dus, inexorabilis, acer— a fussy, pep- 
pery, obstinate, bitter old gentleman 
of G5-. But Mr. Lowe ia scarcely "in- 
exorabilis," for before members had 
boon long in the House it was buzzed 
about, with that rapidity with which 
news with a spico of personality in it 
travels in the House of 0ommon8,tbat 
Mr. Lowe meant "to do tlie B{;raight 
thing." Accordingly, when he "rosa 
he was received with loud cheers. Ha 
asked permission to make a short per-
